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Franco-American Forces Conquer 
Positions in Champagne Germans 
Have Been Fortifying for Years 


Losses Remarkably Light in View of Stiffening Resistance of Enemy 
Later in Day — Successive Blows Dealt Germans on Different 
Parts of West Front Have Changed Situation at Champagne 
Since French Attacked in 1915 


WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES ON THE CHAMPAGNE, Sept. 
26.—(7 p.m.)—Troops of the French army, operating in conjunc- 
tion with the Americans in a battle along the Champagne front, have 
today conquered positions that the Germans have been fortifying 
for four years, positions that they have sacrificed thousands of men 


to hold. 


‘he French losses have been remarkably light, in spite of 


the fact that the German resistance stiffened this afternoon. 


General Gouroud's soldiers, who ad- 
vanced to those positions three years 
ago and have been facing them ever 
since, are now enjoying a peculiar sat- 
isfaction of being in them. 

In the battle of Champagne in 1915 
*he taking of these positions would 
have demanded a sacrifice that the 
strategic advantage to be gained then 
did not warrant. 

Situation Changed Now 

The situation has changed now. 

Successive blows administered on dif- 


ferent parts of the front give a dif- | 


ferent meaning to the attack. 

The number of prisoners taken by 
tne French is increasing steadily. They 
are filing back by all roads in groups 
of from a score to several hundred. 
Among them is a larger proportion of 
very young men than heretofore taken. 
Some of the captives are recruits of 
the 1920 contingent. 

Thirty Villages in Flames 


They are leaving behind them 


scores of burning villages. Thirty had 
been observed in flames up to noon 
today. Even this additional unjustifi- 
able devastation can searcely add _ to 
the desolation that has been spread 
all over the sharply disputed ground. 
The ridges are covered thick with 
shell holes that touch each other ev- 
erywhere; all vestige of vegetation 
long ago disappeared, the surface of 
the ground giving the impression that 
it must have been reduced to a state 
of mud violently churned and diffi- 
cult to dry. The ground is crossed 
and criss-crossed in every direction 
by trenches that have been blown out 
of shape. 
Spectacular Air Battles 

A feature of today’s operations was 
the activity of the enemy airmen, 
which furnished several spectacular 
encounters with French observation 
balloons and anti-aircraft, and white 
puffs from the French shrapnel were 
seen everywhere over the field,

He said that it was his .n- 
tention to make a trip through the 
Peace River country and other paris 
of the northland and also the northern 
part of British Columbia. 

“It is the last land left which 
available for settlement,” said Mr. 
Calder, “and it offers wonderful 
portunities, Il am most anxious to 
see it. There is a large quantity of 
land which might be used for tiat 
purpose in Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba, but it is located in the northern 
part of those provinces an: is largely 
inaccessible at the present time. The 
radiating railway systems of Northern 
Alberta put this area in your province 
within reach and I see vast possibiii- 
ties in it for settlement and produc- 
tion.” 

Discusses Mennonite Question 

Mr. Calder discussed the Mennonite 
question in some detail, “The Men- 
nonites who came over here in ‘738 
from Russia and other countries of 
Iurope are, of course, exempt from 
military service, together with their 
descendents. That was provided for 
in an agreement, ratifiel by an order- 
in-council, which was passed after 
negotiation between the government 
and the representatives of the pros- 
pective Mennonite immigrants, These 
people and their descendants are 
specifically exempted from military 
service, either as combatants or non- 
combatants,

scientious objectors, who come here 
after that time, from the United States

military service. Canadians resident 
in the United States have been drafted 
into the American army and citizens 
of the United States living in Canada 
| are liable to military service here. 

“Some of our people have objected 
to our allowing a class of ‘con- 
scientious objectors’ like the Men- 
nonites to enter the country at all, 
But we must remember that all con- 
scientious objectors are not Mennon- 


ites. They may be Quakers, for in- 
stance, who are of purest English 
descent, or they ‘nay be individuals 


who profess religious opinions which 
forbid them to teve up arms. These 
i objectors are, on whatever side of the 
line they may happen to be, liable to 
military service, but, as 1 have said,

The operation which was person- 
ally directed by General Petain, re- 
calls in some of its features the first 
battle of the Champagne, of which 
yesterday was the anniversary. Gen- 
eral Petain was then, as now, in com- 
mand and the direction of the attack 
was the same, but the means avail- 
able for the attack then were less in} 
proportion to the material obstacles 
to be overcome. 

The developments today resembled 
also those of the second battle of 
Champagne in July. Then General 
Gouroud skilfully parried the great 
German thrust by drawing his in- 
fantry back out of range of the ar- 
tillery, leaving his own guns in posi- 
tion to inflict smarting losses on the 
advancing infantry. It is learned from 
prisoners that the Germans were imi- 
tating General Gouroud in_ retiring 
their infantry from the first line, but 
that is as far as they profited from 
Gourod's lesson. Their artillery went 
back with the Infantry. 

Airmen Co-operate 

French aviators, favored by bright 
moonlight, took the air and co-oper- 
ed with the artillery by bombing the

After six hours’ artillery prepara- 


tion, in the last hours of which it de- 
veloped into an intense drumfire, 
French infantry bounded out of the 
trenches in a thick fog, which fur-} 
nished the best possible camouflage | 
for crossing the low ground and ra- | 
vines to the slopes of the heights | 
where most of the formidable German | 
positions were to be stormed.

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Lieut. -Col Starr Describes 


to Medical Association Some 


Feats Performed at Casualty Clearing Stations Which in Pre-War 
Days Would Have Been Considered Absolutely 


Impossible 


Some of the real “romances of sur- 
gery’ were described by Lieut.-Col. 


Cc. L. Starr of the Canadian Army 
Medical Corps in the course of his re- 
sponse to the toast, “To Our Comrades 
at the Front,” at the dinner of the 
Alberta Medical Association at The 
Macdonald Hotel Thursday night. 
Col, Starr began by making a reply to 
the criticism which is simetimes made 
that there are more medical men in 
France and England than are needed 
to take care of the sick and wounded. | 
This, he admitted, was true in “peace 
times,” but in “push times.” when an 
offensive was in progress, there were 
not half enough. Every medical man 
had then to work from twelve to twen- 
ty hours a day to handle the surgical 
work, and many of the nursing sisters 
were on their feet from ten to fifteen 
hours at a stretch. That was why it 
Was necessary to have so many men 
in readiness. 

In the early days of the war, said 
Col. Starr, the clearing stations were 
regarded as being what their name im- 
plies, places where the wounded were 
given first aid, and pressing opera- 
tions performed on them, after which 
the patients were transferred to the 
hospitals. It was found, however, 
that too large a percentage of the pa- 
tients suffered from the delay, , and 
that a great saving of lives and limbs 
could be effected by operating more 
freely at the clearing stations. Mar- 
velous work was now being done at 
these stations, and feats of surgery 
that in pre-war days would have been 
regarded as next to if not quite im- 
possible were common. Many chest 
cases, for instance, were undertaken. 
There were instances where the chest 
had been opened, portions of dirt 
laden clothing and parts of the missile 
and other extraneous matter were re- 
moved, broken ribs joined, the pleural 
envelope sterilized and sewed up, and 
in 30 per cent of the cases healing of 
the wound had taken place by primary 
union, Even in the cases where this 
did not occur the infection was not 
generally serious and recovery gener- 
ally took place. 

Remarkable Percentage of Recoveries 

In the case of injury to joints, such 
as the knee joint, the practice now 
Was to open the wound, set the frac- 
tured bone and reunite tissues. In 
20 per cent of these cases there was 
primary union, even after such sevete 
injuries. It was a case of saving not 
only the man but the joint and also 
giving him a moveable joint. 

Other remarkable feats were being 
performed every day in the splic- 
ing of broken nerves, which was very 
rarely attempted in pre-war times. 
The percentage of recoveries was sur- 
prising. The treatment of cases of 
nerve injuries was undertaken, with 
every prospect of complete success, 
which before the war would have 
been considered hopeless, 

Col. Starr described cases in which 
e@ nerve controlling the muscles of 
e upper arm had been severed to 
ch an extent that the ends could 
ot be united. The result was that 
e patient could not hold up his hand 
gainst gravity and his fingers were 
seless. The surgeons had actually 
isconnected the muscles of the under 
rm and under wrist, which were not 
(ef so much utility, brought them 
round to the top of the forearm, and 
onnected them with the tendons of 
he fingers and thumb so that .those 
igits could be efficiently worked. 
Still another marvel was the uniting 
of the severed tendons of a man's 
arms with the fingers of an artificial 
hand so that he could actually use 
them in a way approximating the fin- 
gers which he had lost. 

These feats of surgery enabled men 
to take their places once more in. civil 
life and effected a great reduction in 
pensional disability. 

The colonels’ remarks were listen- 

d to with great interest by the 50 odd 
uests of the association who attend- 
d the dinner. 


President's Addreas 


Dr. D. G. Revell, the president of 
he association, delivered a thought- 
ful address, reviewing the chief events 
of the year in respect to medical af- 
fairs, dealing in detail with the ad- 
ministration and work of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons and the 
relations between the association and 
the Alberta Medical Council. 

Among his suggestions were’ the 
holding of a week-long medical con- 
ference at Banff, with addresses and 
Papers by leading medical men; a 
ortening of the course in the medi- 
cal colleges, especially in the prelim- 
nary requirements; and that the gov- 
ernment through the attorney gener- | 
I's department should undertake the 


unqualified individuals who attempt- 
ed to practice medicine. 
Conference Sessions 
The conference continued its ses- 
sions in the morning and afternoon 
at the university. The Various papers, 
on the program were listened to with 
close atfention and discussed at length. 
The concluding session, at which of- 
ficers will be elected, will be held to- 
day. 
Toast to Government 
Dr. J. A, MacPherson was toast- 
master and called on Dr. G. H. Mal- 
colmson to propose the toast to “The 
Alberta Government,” which he did 
felicitously, declaring that the Alberta 
government had a record such as no 
other government in Canada has to its 
credit in the way of medical legisla- 
tion, 
Boyle on Téquor Act 
Hon. J. R. Boyle, attorney-general, 
in discussing the medical and liquor 
aroused applause when he de- 
clared that he did not propose to} 
shirk responsibility as to their admin- | 
istration, “The public will get all 


act, 


the protection my department can 
gi?e them,” he said. 
Under the liquor act physicians 


were permitted to give perscriptions 
for liquor. He realized the pressure 
there was to issue prescriptions to 
patients who were not Sick, but sim- 
ply “dry,” but the law was there, and 
he thought it would be a good thing 
if the association would consider what 
its practice in this matter should be, 
and to declare it, so that people would 
know that they could not go to doc- 
tors and get liquor by means of pre- 
scriptions. 

Hon. A. G. MacKay, minister of 
municipalities and health, declared 
that in his opinion it was in the best 
interests of the people that none but 
qualified men should treat them when 
they were sick, and that the policy of 
the government was against allowing 
men who had picked up a knowledge 
of medicirie by means of correspond- 
ence schools to practice. He believed 
that the line should be drawn more 
closely, not in the interest of the gov- 
ernment but of the people. 

The minister asked the support of | 
the medical men for the government's | 
hospital scheme, particularly {in not | 
asking for a hospital for every village 
and town that wanted one, but to es- 
tablish the hospitals. where they 
would be of the most value, with the 
interests of the province as a whole in 
view. 

Dr.. E. W. Allin proposed the toast 
to “Our Comrades at the Front,” 
which was responded to-by Lieut.-Col. 
Starr, as already described. 

Dr. J. S. Wright proposed the toast 
“Our Guests," to which Capt. T. J. 
Costello of Calgary responded In a 
witty speech. Dr. McFlachren of Cal- 
gary proposed “The Medical Profes- 
sion,” and Tieut.-Gov. Brett, who was 
suffering from a severe cold, but who 
has hardly missed a banquet of the 
Medical Association for thirty years, 
and was determined not to this time, 
made a happy response. He paid a 
warm tribute to the progressiveness | 
of the Alberta government. He as- 
sured Mr. MacKay that the medical 
men of the province would support 
him in carrying out the various pro- 
posed measures, and, referring to the 
matter of prescriptions, sald that the 
government might rely on the profes- 
sion to support it in this also.

In the city polloe court Thursday 
morning, Harry Silver, a voy of 15, 
charged with the theft of a sample 
case valued at $15, elected to be tried 
before His Worship Magistrate Prim- 
rose, and pleaded guilty to the charge 
and was fined $15 and costs. 

M, I, Lieberman appeared for the 
accused and pleaded that if leniency 
were shown the boy he would see that 
he returned immediately to his par- 
ents in Winnipeg. The magistrate in 
considering the case, said he was very 
much concerned and puzzled over the 
boy problem. If he sent guilty boys 
all to jail there was the danger of 
making criminals out. of them; by 
showing them leniency they might be 
made into useful citizens and yet, on 
the other hand, he had the public in- 
terests to consider. He was at a loss 
to know what to do. In the past, he 
said he had adopted what seemed the 
more humane method in dealing with 
them; he had found work for them, 
but in the majority of cases the boys 
“jumped their jobs’ and lapsed again 
into their old tricks. When the police 
get them they become frightened and 
promise to be good, but soon forget 
and fall again. He was worried to 
know just what to do to meet the ends 
of justice and at the same time act 
in the best interests of the boys them- 
selves. He is beginning to feel that 
to let these boys know of the assur- 
ance that penalty follows crimes, is 
what {s really going to help them. In 
imposing the fine in this case a sent-

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| Mennonites Assured of 
Military Exemption 


A mass meeting was held in Regina on Friday evening to discuss 
the Mennonite invasion. The Post, Unionist, says that ‘disclosures 
which bordered on the sensational were the features of the meeting.” 
The meeting was called by the Great War. Veterans. Hon. J. A. 
Calder was to have beén present but failed to appear. One of the 
“disclosures'’ was the following letter written by the Superintendent 
of Immigration at Ottawa assuring Mennonites in the U.S. that they 
are not subject to the Military Service Act if they remove to Canada: 

“Ottawa, June 11, 1918. 

“Sir; On the 15th ultimo a letter was addressed by yourself, Mr. 
John Esau and Mr. A. R. Krocker, to the minister of the interior, 
asking whether, in the event of your Mennonite community moving 
from Kansas to Canada, there will be extended to your people the 
game privilege and exemption, under the Military Service act, as are 
BOW extended to Mennonites already in this country, 

“Your letter has been sent to me for attention, and the delay in 
replying has been caused by the consideration which has been given 
to the subject by the department of militia and defence, 

“The decision is that any Mennonite, Dunker or Amish, who pro- 
@uces a certificate from a recognized bishop of the church to the 
effect that he was, prior to July 6, 1917, and still is, a bona fide mem- 
ber of the church, ‘is regarded at the present time as exempt from 

) the provisions of our Military Service act.’ Whether any further 
) consideration of the situation may result in a modification of the sit- 
a uation, lam unable to say. 
i “The Canadian Military Service act applies only to British sub- 
Jects resident in Canada. No alien now entering Canada can become 
a British subject without five years’ residence in Canada, or in some 
other British dominion. Hence, apart altogether from the position 
of your people on ageeunt of religious views, the question of citizen- 
ship, almost, if not altogether, completes the answer to your ques- 
tion.

Turbine Invented in City Being 
Demonstrated at Nichols Bros’

The gas engine is one of the great- 
eet of modern inventions. It has made 
possible the automobile, the airplane, 
and the submarine. It has multiplied 
the puwer of man, and has made pos- 
sible the application of thet power 
under circumstances and conditions 
hitherto undreamed of 

Naturally, the invention of improve- 
ments in the gas engine has claimed 
the attention of many of the best 
minds of the age 

The development of gas power has 
been, by means of piston and crank, 
identical with the production of power 
from steam. The piston ts driven by 
a local explosion when gas is used, 
while boiler pressure drives it in the 
case of steam. There is a large and 
inevitable waste in producing rotary 
power by means of piston and crank. 
Power in all machinery is exercised by 
means of wheels. 
motion must be produced to make the 
wheels go round, If the necessary 
rotary motion could be produced dir- 
ectly from steam pressure there would 
be a great saving both in friction and 
in counter pressure, as compared with 
the piston and crank method.

A gas turbine would have the same 
advantages as a steam turbine over 
the present piston and crank gas en- 
gines in having a smaller number of 
parts and consequent lighter weight 
with less bulk, in having a lews num- 
ber of bearings to take wear, in avoid- 
ing the waste of energy involved 
the piston and crank movements, and 
in the possibility of securing a much 
higher number of engine revolutions 
er minute, which would correspond- 
nely increase the power in propor- 
tion to the consumption of gas, No 
doubt the advantage of a rotary or 
turbin» gas engine has struck the 
minds of many men who have a turn 
for invention, but nothing of the kind 
has yet been put on the market. 

Honor for Edmonton 

There is a strong probability that 
Edmonton will have the honor of be- 
ing the home of the first successful 
gas turbine, or rotary engine. There 
is now in operation at Nichols Bros.’

Ground for Discontent

that event the discontent must be 
considerable. The present situa- 
tion on the western front would 
seem to justify almost any degree 
of discontent in enemy countries.

In so far as_ their retirement 
was voluntary—if it was to any

The first development of Hon. 
J. A. Calder’s regime as Minister 
of Colonization and Immigretion | 
has been an influx of Mennonites | 
from the United States. These) 
people, according to reports, huve | 
been swarming

southern Saskatchewan and sou- | 
thern Alberta by thousands in re- 
cent months. The reason for their 
coming, as indicated by articles | 
published in United States news- 
papers, is that, in eccord with 
their religious beliefs, the Men-| 
nonites declined to participate in 
the war activities of the Republic. | 

This influx under existing cir- 
cumstances, and for the alleged 
reason, has given rise to a consid- | 
erable amount of newspaper dis- 
cussion as to what, if any, are the 
terms and conditions under which 
the Mennonites are coming to 
Canada, and as to what claims for | 
special consideration they are like- | 
ly to make once they are estab- | 
lished here. Many years ago an! 
order-in-council was passed grant- | 
ing exemption from military ser- | 


jviee to Mennonite residents of | 
Canada. Whether that order.in- | 
council is construed, or is to be} 


{eonstrued, as exempting the new- | 
comers, is a matter of grave pub- | 
lie importance and great public 
interest. Mr. Calder has pointed 
out that the removal of the Men- 
nonites from the United States 
does not take them beyond the | 
reach of the United States con- 
scription law, as under the recent- 
ly made reciprocal treaty they are 
still subject in Canada to the Am- 
erican law. As to acquire natur- 
alization in Canada the newcomers 
would have to reside here for five 
years, this explanation may settle 
the question so far as their liabil- 
ity to service in the present war 
is concerned. It does not. settle 
the question as to their liability 
for service in future wars, after 
they have acquired Canadian citi- 
zenship.

As instancing one of the reasons 
why the departure of the Mennon- 
ites from the United States is wel- 
comed by the press of that coun- 
try, and one ot the reasons why it 
‘invites consideration in this coun- 
try, is the fact that the Aiberta 
Minister of Education has already 
found it necessary to give out the 
following very definite statemcnt: 
**So far as the Department oi Edn- 
‘‘eation is concerned, no special 
‘privilege of any kind will be ex- 
‘‘tended to these new settlers. 
‘*They will be required to conduct 
‘fand support public schools un-

‘‘use our authorized textbooks; to

ward to Manitoba. The Telegram 
hands outa few editorial bouquets 
as follows: 


The Superior Sales Company was 
licensed by Fuel Controller Magrath 
after the allotment had been made. 
Tf it continues doing business in 
Canada, it continues by permission 
of Sir George Foster and the Cana- 
dian government. It does not matter 
whether the rake-off is only 35c¢ or 
$1.35, it is a rake-off just the same 
—an inexcusable, damnable piece of | 
unscrupulous war-profiteering. | 

For Sir George to attempt to mol- 
lify Western sentiment by telling 
Winnipeg that the graft will be 
“only” 35c¢ per ton, when Winnipeg 
voiced its protest when the graft | 
was assumed to be only 30c per ton 
and before the people found that it 
was to be at least $1 per ton, is | 
merely adding insult to injury.
